TheSeadlock.

To THE Editok of The Colonist:— 
Sin— Iri'jthe' axgume^feTatel^^ 
court in the cas^ of wiq Q^'en t's."^- Mc- 
Leans and Hare, the correspondence 
between the Judges of the Supremo 
Court and the Government during the 
legislative session of 1S79 when the 
Judicature Act (1879) — out of which 
tlie' present deadioclrin - legal business 
Has arisen was passed — wa.-? produced 
and read. 

As this deadlock, if continued, must 
lie injurious to the administration of 
justice it will be well perhaps quietly 
to see how it came about. 

The changes introduced into the Eng- 
lish system by the Imperial Act, from 
which ours is taken, were unquestion- 
ably desirable to remedy delays and 
conflicting questions of jurisdiction. In 
this province its introduction was moro 
theoretical than practical, because un- 
der our simpler administration similar 
difficulties did not exist. However, in 
principle 'there cpuld be; no objection, 
and if tho legislature thought ^ it would 
be beneficial to the province to make 
similar changes it becamo tho duty of 
all persona, judges as well as others, to 
assist in making them perfect. 

With this view I gather from tho 
correspondence, wheaJihevAotj was be- 
fore the legialati?reW\.pnl,'ll87^t^e 
Attorney-General sent to tho judges 
tho draft of the bill for any observations 
and suggestions tliey might deem it 
proper to make. They promptly re- 
.sponded and roturnod tho draft to the 
Attorney-General with very many 
amendments^ and^jsj^gge|tiom,,: all .of 
which, with' t^'o "tesceptionsj ^\*6rl 'ftCM 
oepted, and tho Act altered and pnsstd 
accordingly. 

One of tho alteralious and aiuund- 
ments suggested; by .thenv. («/{ci which 
was r./«s«l).fWmmo%jO^^ TV-hip^ 
the present dilRculty arose. 

Tlic draft sent by tho AitorneyCJen- 
eral contained the following: 

Sect. 25. "Tho.. LieutenantrOovprnor 
may from time to time, after the passing 
of thi.i"Act, by order or orders in council, 
mako rules to be styled "Rules of Court'.' 
for carrying this Act into effect, and in 
particular for all or any ..ofj.the following 
matters, that isto say, (enumerating them,) 
1, 2, 3, 4, 0, 0. 7, 8." 

Tliis section the judges thought ob- 
jectionable, the rules they thought 
should bo framed by pcr.sons of ex- 
perience in the law, engaged in its daily 
routine and who would know what best 
would Intike the new raiaoliiiriOTy Siwork 
w(ill ahd.'"bo adapted'. to the province 
that the same amount of .attention 
could not bo expected from a govern- 
ment constantly changing in persons 
and in legal knowledge and^^iai^ing 
othe'r^matters to attend tbi \: ^1 

On this section, therefore, they made 
the following suggestions: 

"This clause' is probably quite unpre- 
cedented in English law and is very ob- 
jootionablo. The same provisions should 
bo made as in the English Act. Probably 
tho last' 'Aot (1876) as containing tho most 
deliberate view of Englisli law reformers 
of all claBses is the best. 

' ' We auggeat a short section as moro 
suitable wo think to British Columbia 
and which will enable tho Act to be brought 
more, speedily into operation. ^ 
i ' '-VjShethdr the entireBohodule of the Eng- 
lish'acta are applicable here wo have aa yet 
had no leisure to enquire. The operation 
of tho bill will probably bo postponed long 
enough to afford time for examination." 

Draft of section we submit; 
- • "That tho rules and orders in tho Eng- 
lish High Court of Justice as tho same 
ar» a«w in operation — and so far as the 
sana.are applicable^tp, the Province of 
Britiik Colambut,^'isMUib& tho rules and 
orders in force m the Supremo Court after 
the co.iimoncemont of this act. 

"All such rules may bo altered and mo- 
dified and revoked, and all now rulea 
.shall bo made by tho three Judges of the 
sJupronio Court, and all such rules of 
Court, alterations and modiflcations as 
aforesaid, shall be laid before the House 
of As-:embly within one week next after 
the making thereof, if tho House' be then 
sitting, or if not, within seven days after 
tho commencement of tho then next on- 
suipjiti^Moi}^ as^l^t^Jadchre^ ili^^ro- 
seiiVed 't'o'the 'ljient.-lGrovfernor-:n^Council 
by the House of Assembly within the next 
subsequent 40 days, praying that any such 
rule or order may be annulled, tho 
Lieut. -Governor-in-Council . may tliere- 
upon by an order-in-Council annul the 
s;ime ; and every rule or order so annul- 
led shall thenceforth become void and of 
no effect, but without prejudice to the

Here it will be perceived a very sim- 
ple process is provided. The existing 
English i rules /abd'C'ordersjl ".form the 
basis. The Judges'are to consider how 
they are to bo altered, modified, amend- 
ed or revoked, — time, itisassumed, will 
be given — what rules would bo applica- 
ble, or what not, would bo considered. 
And thus before the Act .came .into 
operation the machinery would be 
adapted to the work and tho rules 
framed would be the result of deliber- 
ate judgment as to what would be most 
ap])licable to the work in British Col-

What was done ? 

Instead of adopting this proposition 
it was ' refused, and, tho legislature 

Council snatt vtake the rules o/ Uourl. 

It is to be remembered by this Act 
tho whole procedure and machinery by 
which legal business was carried on in 
the Province would be altered and an 
entirely new system introduced, 

Tho Act was passed on the 29th of 
April, 1879. On the 16th July, 1880, by 
proclamation th"e""':A:cfe' is ordered to 
go into force on the 20th 3\i\y—/otcr 
days ajhr. Not a single rule, altera- 
tion or adaptation of the English rules 
has been made by tho Lieut-Governor 
in-Council ; but on tho same day, the 
IGth July, a proclamation was made 
ordering that ." the rules and .brdefsin 
force in her Majesty's High Cpurt. of 
Justice in England on tho Ist 'day 'of 
NovembQr,;l§77,-so far as the ;same arc 
applicable to this Province, shall fee the 
rales.and -orders: in force in the Su- 
preme Court of British Columbia." . 
,;.Nearly fifteen months had, passed. 
'Jhero was ample timo for the Lieut.- 



Qovcraor-in -council to havo framed 
these rules and declared what was ap- 
plicable and what was not. Tho legis- 
lature refused to leave that to the 
judges to sajrj but|\said the Lieut- 
Governor-in ebunoir- must make tho 
rules. 

To issue a proclamation that such 
rules only as are applicable to British 
Columbia shall bo tho rules, is telling 
somebody else to make them, and in 
reality is ordering tho judges who 
administer the law to_ do that which 
the law said they ' should nQt^doi^ljeit 
cause if they are to decide whab*. is- ap- 
plicable and what is not they are mak- 
ing the rule.'!, which the legislature said 
the Lieut. -Governor-incouncil should 
make. Tho Legislature in British Co- 
lumbia, when in old times it introduced 
the English law4nto the province, as far 
as it was'iibt rhapplibabio, threw the re- 
sponsibility of declaring what tbo law 
was upon tho judges as administrators 
of tho law, but in this case tho legisla- 
ture refused to let tho judges mako the 
rule.s, and said tho lieut.-govoruor 
in council should, and therefore thiew 
tho responr-ibility upon the govern- 
ment. ' ^- ■• ■■

Th» Suddo&lBruplleii of au Old Vol- 
cano lu S'&at&nala. 

EscuiSTLA (Onuteniala), Juno 29. — 
At 4 o'clock this morning the inhabi- 
tants of Escuintla were awakened by a 
loud report and a sudden rillupimation 
of the sky, followed by thuntlor' and 
lightning. The volcano of Fuego do 
Antigua, which hail been inactive for 
the p.aat ninotoon years, suddenly burst 
into action. The flames went up to the 
height of over ,1,000 feet, giving the, 
sky a bright yeUpw hue..\ 3)lie,^.crater, 
.which was half'\'»*mile'^Svide7i!eemSd"to 
have all it could do to dhscharge the 
dense volumes of ashes and sulphurous 
smoke. As this is ,St. Paul's day, the 
inhabitants of -Escuintla regarded the 
activitj' of the volcano as a solemn 
warning,, and alhrcpaired to tbo,ghjirch,. 
whero'tlie Serv'ice.s'began' at 5'6'cloclc in' 
tho morning. Among the Indians 
who inhabit the volcano and tho sur- 
rounding hills the loss of life must have 
been very great unless they were fore- 
warned and escaped. . At C o'clock tho 
volcana was not visible on account of 
the ^clouli of ashes and .sulphurous 
smoke which .surrounded it, but the 
flames were plainly visible at tho top. 
At this time (8. .30 o'clock a.m.) tho 
a-shes and stones are falling into the 
river at its ba.so, causing volumcj of 
steam to rise. This is the volcano that 
first destroyed the cit}- of .\ntigufl, the 
old cafiital of Qantemala,
